This 
expression sec'ms strange to us, but at Omaha 
we learn the country stretches two thousand 
miles Inwards the Pacific, coast, and as we wave- 
adieu, and Die conductor Nays "-all aboard.'1 we 
heave a. sigh of relief, and immediately take a 
position in th" rcareifd of the last ear, for ob- 
servation. As we pull out from clvilixntlon, 
with nirs laden with passengers for tbi? plains, 
mountains, mil ling regions, anil the Pacilic coast, 
we examine our pistols, so as not to be caught 
"napping'' when the. bloody red-skins cro.-:s 
our palh, and peep through tlie cur windows lo 
see scrub-oak and inaugel-wurta1!, whirled by. 
The engines labor haul and the dense volumes 
of black smoke and heavy pulls tell us of the 
steep grade ; these arc the river hills extending 
twelve miles west, of Omaha.

In a few minutes we emerge into the hrreul 


open valley of the 1'Iattc, and our eyes .spiirkle 
at. the wonderful length and hrendth of nature.

folds, and reminds the tourist of some sentinel 
guarding the place. From tlie scarcity of tim- 
ber in Nebraska, Irees become- objects of more 
veneration than among our own forest States. 
We are gliding along again, and whistle down 
brakes for supper nt Grand Island, a city of 
over a thousand population, and r.amed after 
Ihe largest island in the Platte river. This is 
head-quarters for the cattle-men. Hack of the 
town, looking like specks in the distance, we 
saw a groat moving mass of these Texas 
rangers, numbering three thousand '-hoofs." 
Being nearly dark, the camp fires were lighted, 
and the curling smoke bespoke the approach of 
the hardy herders' evening meal. From one 
of these "rounders" f gathered a few ideas of 
this nomadic life. 
These mighty herds are 


purchased on the Brazos and l!io Grande rivers 
in Texas, at a few dollars a head, early in (lie 
spring, and are known as stoek cattle; then 
('riven through Arkansas and (be Indian Terri- 
tory to Ilie Little Blue- and the Platte, to graze 
upon the rich prairie and bullidn grasses for 
the fall markets. As he pointed out the brows- 
ing herd in the valley, and told us how peaceful 
they were now, at (he approach of a storm 
those long-legged, long-horned leaders would 
stampede a whole herd and run Hft.y miles be- 
fore stopping. To hold three thousand hoofs 
in surveilance and keep them from breaking, 
were twenty men riding round tlie herd, or 
"rounding them up," as (he herders call it, 
The Urouco ponies used are native to the 
plants, and live on grass the year round, and 
never requiring to be shod ; keen as their riders. 
they watch every movement, of the herd, and 
at any breaking of the lines or great temerity 
of the leaders, spring forward to the unruly 
imrtion of the herd. 


To see a herd of wild cattle on the plains 


by moonlight, as their dark and lumbersomc 
visages greet our eye, and heavy thud of tramp- 
ing fret penetrate our ears, with camp tires 
burning, picketed ponies, men, dogs, Texas 
carts, blankets and guns, and all the paraphu- 
nalia of out-door life- in one representation, 
seems more, like an army of soldiers in bivouac 
that a moving mass of quadruped life. J!ut 
we are again on our way, and Hie rattle of the 
rail and the pn IV of the engine is pleasant music 
to the e^v : \\ith every mile we are nearer the 
great, Rocky Mountains, so often looked and 
wondered upon in our boyhood days, as we 
glanced at the map.

Parsing smiling ranches, and the homes of 


the squatter, as he lives in his half civilized 
state, underneath the ground in the famous 
" dug out" of the West — passing miles of waving 
grain, we gradually ascend in altitude, although 
far away from the mountains, peering out into 
the night until our eyelids are heavy, we View 
the broad sin-el of water of this treacherous 
Platte : utssing on and on by AVood river, old

and rice is found to predominate. The cause 
of this difference between the East and the 
Wcfct of the Old Continent appears to be in the 
manners and peculiarities of tlie people. In 
North America wheat and rye grow as in Eu- 
rope, but more sparingly, if we except the 
United States. Fifty to sixty years ago Now 
England produced bountiful crops of wheat, 
hut ill the present, lime this kiml of grain can- 
not easily be raised in thai region. Jf the cause 
of this difference be sought, possibly it niny be 
found iu the fact that tlie New England soil 
has been partly exhausted of its potash and 


11 mo. In clearing their lands the early settlers 
used to burn most of the timber, where the 
trees had been cut down—consequently large 
quantities of ashes were scattered over the soil. 
The lirst product nfter the cle;u-ing of the land 
was generally wheat; and this, finding an 
nbuiuliince of potash in the soil, was stimulated 
to a very luxuriant growth, and was rarely .in- 
jured by " smut,'1 or by insects. 


Indian corn is more rahod in tlic Western 


than iu the Old Continent; and rice i.s culti- 
vated to some extent in South Carolina, Flori- 
da, Georgia, Alabama, and Mississippi. 


In the torrid /.one, Indian corn predominates 


in America, rice in Asia, and both these grains 
in nearly equal quantity In Africa. The case of 
this distribution is, without doubt, historical: 
for Asia is the native country of rice, and Amo- 


Js generally supposed to bo the original 


home of Indian corn. Still this matter is not 
decided, since no botanist has yet found this 
grain growing wild. Besides this, the Sanders 
found the maize cultivated along Uio river Niger 
by tribes of people that never before had seen 
Europeans. It consequently seems probable 
that this grain, grown plentifully in the interior 
of Africa, from 500 to 1500 miles from the 
ocean, must have uccn indigenous to that re- 
gion. In some situations, especially in the 
neighborhood of the tropics, wheat is also met 
with, but more sparingly and always subordi- 
nate to other kinds of grain. Besides rice and 
maize, there are in the torrid zone several kinds 
of grain as well its other plants, which supply 
tlie inhabitants with food, either with them, or 
as their substitutes.

Now. about paper. Cheap paper is always 


the dearest. Those cheap kinds, cos ting from fif- 
teen to twenty-five cents per roll arc always a 
yard or two short, so tliat iu reality nothing is 
gained by purchasing: these poor grades, and a 
[taper worth less than thirty-live or forty eerits 
hardly repays laying. If you wish to be as fru- 
gal as possible select a paper with a stripe''with j 
no match'' to it, and iu placo of a border take 
the remnants, cut out the stripe and miter it at | 
the top and bottom of the room. It gives a j 
no at appearance and looks like panel work. In 
this way your room is more ornamental—you 
save tho paper and use up the waste pieces that 
are of no value for anything else. 


Now, about putting on tlic paper. The essen- 


tial is a good paste, and the following rule- for 
making that article is the best and far tlto cheap- 
est we have ever seen or used: Take eighteen 
pounds of bole, finely powdered and softened in 
water. 
Then boil a pound and a quarter of 


common glue until it is thoroughly dissolved and 
stir in tlm bole with two ^wounds of gypsum. 
The whole, mass is then tobc forced through a 
sieve. This may then be diluted with water to 
the consistency of a thin paste. It is not only 
better and cheaper than ordinary flour paste, 
but will adhere to walls that have been white- 
washed. 
Cut enough of the paper in strips the 


desired length to cover the entire room. Take 
boards the length of tho paper and place them 
upon stools the right hight to enable you to 
reach across the boards easily. Place the cut 
paper on these boards face down and with a soft 
brush apply the paste. When a strip has boon 
pasted fold the lower end about one-third the 
way up to keep it from sticking to the wall at 
the bottom, and you can sight down the inner 
edge ami sec when you have it true with the 
easing or last pieee laid. Then fasten, it at the 
top. For working it against the wall don't use 
a cloth, fake a waltewash brush and carefully

cent buildinijof a bridge in Holland, one of t.he 
traverses, -105 feet long, was misplaced on t Ik- 
supports. It was an inch out of line, and the 
problem was how to move it. Experiment 
proved that t.he iron expanded a small fraction 
of an inch for every degree of heat it received. 
Jt was not iced that tho night and day tempera- 
ture diflercd about twenty-five iL^reos, and it. 
was Ihoupht this might l>c made to move the 
bridge. In the morning the cud out of place 
was bolted down securely and the olhur end 
leflfieo. In the heat of tho sun the iron ex- 
panded, and toward night the free end was 
bolted clou n. and the opposite end was'looseued. 
The contraction then drugged the whole thing 
the other way. For two days this experiment 
was repeated, till the desired place was reached. 
We find no record that the heat of the sun has 
ever been employed in tliis way before, but the 
contraction and expansion of iron bars by fire 
heat lins already been used to move heavy 
weights over short distances. Broken walls and 
strained roofs and arclios have been brought 
into place by simply heating iron rods till they 
expanded, then taking up the slack by screws 
and nuts, and allowing contraction by cold to 
pull the wall or roof into place.
